and working at City Hall as Michael 
Phair’s executive assistant. 

Now, the 47-year-old has stepped 
down from the Edmonton Housing 
Trust Fund board and is seeking a 
mandate from the citizens of Ward 3 
as their city councillor.

Royalty refuseniks should think before they speak 


YOU HAVE TO FEEL KIND OF SORRY FOR 
Big Oil. As adept as they are at dig- 
ging up the oil that is in such plenti- 
ful supply in Alberta and converting 
it into billions and billions and bil- 
lions of dollars for their sharehold- 
ers, when it comes to communicat- 
ing a simple message to the Albertan 
public-at-large, they suck. 

It's sad, a little embarrassing, actu- 
ally, how totally ignorant they are of 
the major clichés of the communica- 
tions game. To see how it’s done 
right, you need only peek across the 
way to the Alberta Royalty Review 
Panel. They knew that as a report for 
Albertans, the message needed to 
come early, and it needed to be as 
plain as the oil in the sand, and so 
they made it their very first sentence: 
” Albertans do not receive their fare 
share from royalty development.” 

Contrast that with First Energy 
Capital Corporation's response to 
the report, entitled “Albertastan? 
Misguided Intentions and the Fair 
Share Option,” and you start to get 
an idea of how deep their problem 
goes. “Albertastan?” What's that 
supposed to mean? It’s a little hard 
to pin it down, but let's see... tacking 
on the -stan suffix is apparently an 
allusion to countries in Central Asia 
or the Asian subcontinent, and is not 
generally considered a compliment, 
but why is that? Assuming money 
doesn’t give a crap about the colour 
of your skin or the god you pray to, 
we can probably give the report's 
authors the benefit of the doubt and 
downplay the racist undertones. 

So we have to. conclude that their 
little epithet probably applies to how

fixed countries. The major Western 
critique of the culture at work in 
these countries seems to be that they 
tend to be ruled by one dominant 
tribe who do basically whatever 
they want, based on their particular- 
ly strict ideological beliefs about 
how things should be, with little 
tolerance for other perspectives and 
with access to the guys calling the 
shots afforded to only a very privi- 
leged few. 

But, but, but... is that really what 
they mean by “Albertastan”? Isn't 
that already the way things work in 
Alberta? And if that’s the case, why 
couldn’t they just say it? That tooka 
lot of work. 

But, as long as we've got the refer- 
ence books out, we can look up 
“draconian,” one of the more spec- 
tacular descriptors for the report's 
recommendations. Hmmm... comes 
from the name Draco, the Athenian 
lawgiver who was responsible for 
the first written constitution of 
Athens and, because of his prefer- 
ence for the death penalty as a reme- 
dy for even minor offences, it’s come 
to mean “cruel” or “severe.” A ques- 
tion: Can this term realistically be 
applied to a proposal that continues 
to allow Big Oil to amass profits of 
billions and billions of dollars, and 
allows their executives to live, 
despite their habitual underpayment 
of monies owed? 
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How hard can it be to find the 
words to say what you mean? Big 
Oil's last big gambit is invoking the 
name of Hugo Chavez. The way this 
is supposed to work is that any true 
Albertan is supposed to hear his 
name, instinctively recognize him as 
a socialist bogeyman, and immedi- 
ately contact their MLA to demand 
that Big Oil’s royalty rates be 
decreased, out of fear of that Alberta 
will become just like Venezuela. The 
problem with this strategy lies in the 
danger of making a reference that 
not everybody gets, but which, if 
they do some research, may lead 
them to a different conclusion than 
was intended. 

Thing is, Chavez is not unlike 
someone with whom Albertans are 
quite familiar: Ralph Klein. He's a 
populist who is cherished by a 
majority of his constituents, much to 
the chagrin of his detractors, who are 
quite mystified by his popularity. 
Most frustrating for those who hate 
him is that he wields such authority 
by virtue of the potential resource 
revenues he sits atop, resources sO 
lucrative people are forced to deal 
with him even when his behaviour 
is less than statesmanlike. 

The big difference between Alber- 
ta and Venezuela is in what gets 
done with the money. In Venezuela, 
oil money begets literacy programs, 
anti-poverty initiatives, healthcare, 
food and housing subsidies and sup- 
port for indigenous peoples.

Dear Perplexed About Plastic Penetrators; 

Sorry PAPP, but if you only ‘occasionally’ use 
it, why are you so concerned? It is perfectly 
natural and normal to use sex toys during solo 
sex or sex with a partner. So PAPP, don't be 
embarrassed about your little battery operated 
boyfriend. 

What you need to be concerned about is the 
fact that your little friend is made from jelly. 

You see PAPP, the sex toy industry is largely 
unregulated. They sell sex toys as novelty items 
so they do not need to adhere to certain regu- 
lations. Unfortunately, most North Americans 
who purchase sex toys are not aware that these 
toys can be harmful. 

Besides the obvious adverse affects of poorly 
made sex toys such as sharp seams, allergies, 
decomposition, and bacteria infections due to 
porous toys, the most concerning issue is with 
off-gassing phthalates. Phthalates are a family 
of very common chemicals used in a variety 
of products, from polyvinyl chloride (PVC), 
children’s toys, and sex toys made from jelly. 


Phthalates are added to plastic (usually PVC) 
to increase their flexibility. Unfortunately, over 
time, the phthalates added slowly ‘leak’ out in 
a process called off-gassing. They generally re- 
lease lead and cadmium, which can be absorbed 
into the butt or vagina. 

In 2001, the popular German magazine, Stern, 
hired toxicologists to determine the safety of 
certain sex toy materials. They were alarmed 
at the high concentrations of phthalates, which

were 100 times the acceptable European stan- 
dard. The toxicologists warned that sex toys 
containing phthalates (i.e. anything initially made 
from PVC) would be absorbed into the mucous 
membrane of the vagina and rectum and could 
lead to liver and kidney damage. 

In 2006, Greenpeace Netherlands commis- 
sioned a study, which found seven out of eight 
vibrators and dildos tested contained phthal- 
ates in concentrations varying from 24 to 51 
percent. Besides the effects mentioned above, 


the experts from this study indicate that vaginal 
or rectal exposure to these chemicals can harm 
hormone production and damage reproduction. 
They also indicated that phallic PVC poles might 
lead to cancer. 

Now PAPP,.| don’t mean to scare you. If 
you really do use your jello vibe ‘occasionally’ 
you're probably fine. But, you and anyone else 
out there who has a bad toy should throw it 
away and replace it. However, if your toy gets 
you off like nothing else, you could always put a 
condom over it to keep the bad stuff out. 

When purchasing an insertable sex toy you 
should make sure it is a good one made of sili- 
cone or elastomer or you may come down with 
Chernobyl Coochy. So PAPP,a good motto to 
follow when it comes to sex toys is, “if it smells 
bad, don't buy it!”

Contraceptive Myths 


In our work with different cultures we have 
encountered many myths about reproductive 
health. Several myths about preventing preg- 
nancy have been around for centuries. Some of 
them are as old as mankind itself. These myths 
are false but quite humorous when examined by 
persons who have some knowledge of our re- 
productive systems. Let’s take a look at some of 
these myths and reveal the truth of the matter. 


*The female jumps in the air after hav- 
ing sexual intercourse. This is supposed to 
prevent her from getting pregnant. Jumping in 
the air after sex will not prevent the female 
from getting pregnant but it can help with her 
daily exercise. 


*Putting a condom on a broom and put- 
ting it behind the door of the room where 
the male and female are having sexual 
intercourse will prevent pregnancy. This 
myth is also false 


*Showering after having sexual inter- 


course will prevent a woman from getting 
pregnant. Having a shower after sexual inter- 
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course will not prevent the female from getting 
pregnant but it is good hygiene. 


*Putting an Aspirin in her vagina before 
sexual intercourse will prevent pregnancy. 
Using an Aspirin in this way will not prevent 
pregnancy or a headache. 


*A woman cannot get pregnant during 
her period. This is not true. Many women 
have menstrual cycles that are irregular. Some 
women may ovulate closely to the time when 
they are having their period. Also, sperm can 
survive in the female's body for two to seven 
days.As a result, having sexual intercourse dur- 
ing the time of her period is no guarantee for a 
female not to become pregnant. 


Having sexual intercourse while standing 
up will prevent pregnancy. The myth places 
a lot of importance on the position; neverthe- 
less, standing, sitting, bending, lying down, etc; 
will not prevent pregnancy. 


There are also several myths about 
contraceptive methods including: 


*Wearing more than one latex condom 
can protect against the transmission of 
sexually transmitted infections and unex- 
pected pregnancies. Wearing two or more 
latex condoms will not result in safer sex. This 
is because the rubbing of condoms together 
during sexual intercourse leads to heat, which 
may make the condoms break. 


‘Taking the pill can protect persons from 
HIV transmission. This is not true because 
the pill can only protect against unexpected 
pregnancy not disease prevention. 


*Wearing a female and a male condom 
is safer than just using one of them. This 
is false if the male is wearing a latex condom. 
Usually female condoms are made of plastic. 
The rubbing between the two condoms leads 
to higher chances of breaking for one or both 
of the condoms if they are made of latex. 


“The pill protects from pregnancy from 
the first day you take it. This is false. You

*The pill increases risk of cancer. Rese 
says that the risk of some types of cancer 
(womb, ovary, bowel) decreases with the pill 
However, the risk of other types of cancer 
(breast, cervix) may increase while you are tale 
ing the pill.

“READING JANE AUSTEN IS A 
freaking minefield,” warns one of 
the characters in The Jane Austen Book 
Qub. A metaphorical minefield, of 
course. This is not The Kingdom. This 
is not In the Valley of Elah. What you 
should expect from The Jane Austen 
Book Cub is a chick flick, and little 
more. But as a chick flick, the thing 
delivers. 

Coming off its recent premiere at 
the Toronto International Film 
Festival, Robin Swicord’s adaptation 
of Karen Joy Fowler's popular 2004 
novel has a lot going for it. It has a 
solid, if not megastar cast, likable 
characters, and even a cute guy in 
bicycle shorts. But where the movie 
goes the extra mile is in its integra- 
tion of Austen plots and characters, 
and its very simple assumption that 
not all moviegoers are idiots. 

Finally! A movie that appreciates 
the fact that audiences might also 
read. And have brains. And be sick 
of comic book adaptations where 
gratuitous violence takes the place of 
fully developed characters. Frankly, 
The Jane Austen Book Clubis pretty 
refreshing in its intelligent but fun 
approach. 

It’s the story of a group of women

Hotel Chevalier begins with Jason 
Schwarzman reclining barefoot in 
bed ina luxury hotel suite in Paris, 
ordering a little-boy meal—grilled 
cheese sandwich and some choco- 
late milk—from room service.

These are love stories so compelling, 
about couples so charming, it’s a joy 
to learn how they each—some at 
great cost and through terrible obsta- 
cles—came together.

Ever since 9/11, the entire world 
seems to be waiting for the other 
shoe to drop. Right at Your Door lets 
the Reebok fall in the form of a 
“dirty bomb” attack in downtown 
Los Angeles. Caught up in the may- 
hem are Brad (Rory Cochrane) and 
Lexi (Mary McCormack). We spend 
the movie trapped in Brad’s house, 
just as shut off from the realities of 
what's actually géing’on, and just as 


’ distrustful of the information being 


fed to him via the steady news 


riots, protests in the streets, soldiers 
sent off to Vietnam, the assassination 
of Martin Luther King—so much 
‘60s stuff that it takes about 10 
underdeveloped characters to expe- 
rience it all. We visit the camp of a 
guru who's kind of like Timothy 


These songs, great as they are, were 
simply not conceived as “show tunes,’ 
The movie stops dead in its tracks 
whenever the characters begin singing, 


Leary. We meet a singer who kind of 
looks like Janis Joplin who forms a 
band with a guy who kind of looks 
like Jimi Hendrix, and who fall in 
love, break up and reunite for rea- 
sons that kind of look like bullshit. 

What's frustrating is that Taymor 
doesn’t appear interested in com- 
menting on any of this stuff—simply 
filming it and stuffing it into a mon- 
tage sequences seems to be enough 
for her. It’s a SupermarketSweep 
approach to the ‘60s—just run down 
the aisles and sweep as many items 
as you can into your shopping cart. 

Across the Universe doesn’t even 
work on the simplest level as a musi- 
cal. Part of the problem is simply 
that these songs, great as many of 
them are, were not conceived as 
“show tunes”—they weren't con- 
ceived in order to move a plot for- 
ward or to give us unexpected 
insight into a fictional character. And 
so, the movie has a way of stopping 
dead in its tracks whenever the char- 
acters begin singing—it always feels 
like Taymor is finding excuses to fit 
in another song instead of letting the 
musical moments grow organically 
out of the dramatic situation. 

Worse, there’s not a single memo- 
rable vocal performance of a Beatles 
song in this entire movie (except for

Quebec report urges CRTC to regulate the internet—hopefully they'll be ignored 


WE'VE ALL HEARD OF THE THREAT OF 
two-tiered healthcare, but it seems that Wwo- 
tiered broadcasting is just as dangerous to 
our cultural and pol ical existence. 

A report out of Quebec last week warned 
that the CRTC would be well-advised to start 
regulating intemet content; otherwise we're 
going fo end up with a system where all the 
eyes are on TV and radio, and nobody's 
watching the back door. This is old news, 
and I’m not sure why it took a report com- 
missioned by Quebec's media industry to put 
this on the industry's front bumer again. 

The problem for multi-platform media 
companies, it seems, is that ber online prop- 
erties fall through the cracks. Bell Globeme- 
dia has to adhere to very strict regulations 
governing what they air on CTV and Bell 
ExpressVu satellite television, but their web- 
sites (such as Canoe) are fair game. 

On the other hand, if Internet content is to 
be included in the Broadcasting Act, then 
we'll be seeing a lot more concem about lop-

Wen Wei Wang does a 180 with Three Sixty Five

PLENTY OF CHOREOGRAPHERS HAVE 
created dance pieces around Vival- 
di’s “Four Seasons” suite: Jerome 
Robbins did one for the New York 
City Ballet, for instance; John 
Alleyne did one for Ballet British 
Columbia; and there was even a 
British production Oliver Hindle 
, conceived for the Birmingham Royal 
Ballet that paid tribute to a different 
_, Sport in each season. (Not many crit- 
ics were crazy about the ice-skating 
in the “Winter” section.) 

It's as commonplace a concept as 
they come—however, when you're a 
choreographer with a name like 
Wen Wei Wang, when you received 
all your early dance training in 
China, when most of your work has 
used Oriental-influenced music 
scores, and when you've just fin- 
ished touring,a piece called 

Unbound, inspired by the Asian prac- 
tice of footbinding... well, the deci- 
sion all of a sudden to tackle an icon 
of Western music like. Vivaldi makes 
people sit up and take notice. 

But Wang doesn’t see his Vivaldi 
show, Three Sixty Five, as the depar- 
ture everyone else seems to. “Ever 


since I came to Canada, I was always 
told I was Chinese—You’re Chinese- 
Canadian,” he says. “But I’ve been 
living here 17 years. Now, unless I 
look in the mirror, I forget that I look 
different from everybody. You don’t 
think of yourself in terms of looks; 
your impression of yourself comes 
from inside, from feeling.” 

Ina similar way, Wang has tried 
to look beyond the obvious, literal 
connotations of Vivaldi’s composi- 
tion and get at the feel of the music 
instead. “Everybody knows this 
music,” he says, “and people go, 
‘Why do you want to use a piece 
that’s so well-known?’ But | always 
wanted to do something different 
with it. ] did not want to make Three 
Sixty Five about the seasons or the 
colours. It’s about our lives, our 
everyday lives. You can go through 
several seasons in one day. You can 
feel cold on a summer day. It’s about 
who we are, what our emotions are, 
what we feel. Our lives.” 

Wang also chose not to use the 
familiar Vivaldi arrangements, and 
instead Commissioned. a new. score 
by his longtime musical collaborator, 
Giorgio Magnanensi. “He's Italian,” 
says Wang, not exactly dropping a 
bombshell. “Most of my past pieces 
have come from my background— 
and so he knows Oriental music and 
had to stick close to that. But he’s so 


passionate about his culture too, and 
he likes Vivaldi’s work very much, 
so | thought this would be a good 
way for me to connect with his back- 
ground. And of course, in history, 
Marco Polo came to China—every- 
body knows that story.” 

But the story of Vivaldi’s life was 
new to Wang—especially the time 
he spent ata women’s orphanage, 
creating an all-female orchestra and 
composing several concertos and 
operas for his students. Vivaldi’s 
close association with these women 
also gave rise to several rumours 
about his supposedly licentious pri- 
vate life, a detail that Wang picked 
up on when he was creating Three 
Sixty Five. “Even today in Italy, they 
don’t allow his music to be played in 
church,” Wang says. “So the piece 
involves a certain sexuality.” 

And he hopes he'll startle the 
audience into a similar sense of dis- 
covery. “I don’t want people to go, 
‘Ah, “The Four Seasons,” isn’t that 
beautiful and graceful?’ ‘Ah, 
“Spring.” I always try to find a con- 
trast. If the music is too beautiful, I 
tend to try not to make a beautiful 
piece. But what is ‘beautiful’ and 
what's not ‘beautiful’? To me, if it’s 
honest and true, then it’s beautiful, 
even if it’s not beautiful in the lyrical, 
romantic way.”

The show-within-a-show must go on 


Noises Off is a triumph not just of comedy but of can-do spirit in the face of tragedy

IT SPEAKS VOLUMES OF THE TENACITY 
and sheer spirit of everyone 
involved in the Citadel's production 
of Noises Off that the show is going 
on after two of the play’s principal 
actors had to leave the show days 
before the first performance and still 
deliver a first-rate rendition of 
Michael Frayn’s award-winning and 
much beloved piece of theatre. (Last 
week Edmonton actor Julien Amold 
was hospitalized after suffering a 
heart attack in the midst of 
rehearsals; days later a family emer- 
gency required John Kirkpatrick to 
miss a few performances as well.) 

You'd think these unhappy cir- 
cumstances might dampen the 
comic energy of this show just a lit- 
tle, but the cast and crew—including 
Arnold’s replacement Ashley 
Wnight and Kirkpatrick's stand-in 
James Macdonald, with mere days 
to learn their parts—personify the 
old adage “the show must go on.” 
And “the pants must go off.” 

Frayn’s 1982 classic play, which 
The New York Times once gave the 
impossible-to-live-up-to title of “the 
funniest play ever written,” involves 
a play-within-a-play of farcical pro- 
portions that only an Englishman 
could have concocted. And it’s truly 
, a farce; Noises Off wholeheartedly

embraces its identity as one while 
understanding the number one rule 
for a farce—don't take things too 
seriously, 

The play’s story is told through 
three perfectly constructed acts, each 
more absurd than the last. Following 
a bush league troupe of actors, We 
begin with the dress rehearsal for the 
imaginary play Nothing On, in which 
its bumbling actors forget lines, miss 
cues, and generally cause their poor 
director Lioyd Dallas (Kirk- 
patrick/ Macdonald) enough stress 


to induce a major hernia. In the 
process, we meet all the characters— 
the characters in Noises Off that is, 
not Nothing On... damn, this is com- 
plicated—ranging from the empty- 
headed Brooke Ashton (Melissa — 
MacPherson) to the alcoholic, aging, 
and partially deaf Selsdon Mowbray 
(Tom Wood). The second act takes 
us backstage at one of the perfor- 
mances of the first act of Nothing On 
after it’s been running for a month, 
while the third act again gives us yet 
another performance of Nothing On's 





first act—this time after the troupe 
has been touring it for two months. 
Naturally, things go consistently, 
horribly wrong for Nothing On’s cast 
and crew, who are entangled ina 
labyrinthine but very funny web of 
romance and unrequited love. 

The actors are all outstanding, 
especially Ashley Wright, who 
doesn’t for a moment come across as 
someone who just last week was 
performing with script in hand. But 
truthfully, even if one of the charac- 
ters were miscast, I suspect it

wouldn't have mattered much—the 
main pleasure of Noises Off is Frayn's 
meticulously plotted script, full of 
rapid verbal parrying between char 
acters and economical exposition, 
economical plotting... and, well, eco 
nomical everything. Which is quite an 
achievement for a three-act comedy. 
Rest assured that if a bouquet of 
flowers or a bottle of champagne is

THE SEE OFFICE IS LOCATED IN AN OLD 
puilding (well, old for Edmonton) 
overlooking the corner of Jasper 
Avenue and 103 Street—down the 
block from the dilapidated Para- 
mount Theatre and next door to the 
now-abandoned Silk Hat Restaurant 
{alow-rent downtown diner with a 
grease-stained history going back 
almost 100 years). All these build- 
ings, including SEF's, will be demol- 
ished within a few years to make 

way fora condo/office tower. 

And though the carpets are dirty, 
the walls are thin, and the furnace 
and air-conditioning conspire to 
keep us at least five degrees above or 
below room temperature, we'll miss 
this place when it’s gone. The nar- 
row corridors, the vintage architec- 
tural touches, the weird heavy vault 
doors in the corridors (remnants of 
the building’s past use as a bank, we 
suspect)—all of it connects us to 
what this building used to be. And 
‘o what Edmonton used to be. 

Soit was both funny and a little 
sad to see our next-door neighbour, 
The Paramount Theatre, featured in 
Jocal artist Joel Rhein’s exhibit Mod- 
em Life at Latitude 53, a series of 
paintings of soon-to-be-demolished 
local landmarks. 

‘Those buildings are being 
destroyed, and that’s a shame, 
because those buildings, early 
modernist architecture, are what I 
think determine North American 
culture,” he says. “Especially high 
Modernism is the epitome of Ameri- 
“in culture, I think. A hundred years 
fom now, those buildings will be 
beautiful again.” 

Despite his affection for his sub- 
Fels, Rhein’s paintings aren’t entire- 
'yaffectionate. Devoid of people or 
“ny other hint of life, they could just 
® Well be fleeting impressions of 
‘ny small city, anywhere. It takes a 
Moment to recognize them, so 
desolate dor they look. But then 
“fain, take a walk down Jasper 
< on an overcast weekend 

moon. It’s a bleak view, 
and the North Rectan compul- 
Sion to tear down everything old 
and replace it with a concrete box 

Sn't made it any prettier. 

Fy North Americans have a tenden- 
y to destroy anything more thana 
“W decades old,” Rhein says. “I 
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don’t want to say it’s a sign of a sick 
culture, but there is something terri- 
bly wrong. The city is the pinnacle of 
all civilization, and we take such a 
negative view of it. ‘It’s dirty, there’s 
crime, let's tear it down and build 
something new.’” 

While Rhein is busy lamenting 
what we're losing, another artist 
whose work is on display alongside 
Rhein’s is lamenting that “some- 
thing nicer” we're building to 
replace it. Moving from downtown 
to.the’burbs, Jeremy Drummond's 
Everyone Knows This Js Nowhere starts 
at the intersection of Culture Cres- 
cent and Whitewash Way (a real 
intersection in Brampton, Ontario 
that Drummond photographed for 
his Street Sign series) and moves out- 
ward from there 

But Drummond's exploration of 
the suburban landscape isn’t a 
predictably artsy excoriation of 
blandness and conformity. Drum- 
mond may not exactly embrace the 
suburban dream, but these days, he 
says, suburbs are more than the mid- 
dle-class ghettoes they get pigeon- 
holed as. 

“Suburbs aren't all these white- 
bread kind of places anymore,” he 
says. “In a lot of American Cities, 
tons of people who moved out to the 
"burbs years ago are moving back to 
the cities. Immigrants are moving 
straight into the suburbs, and places 
like Brampton are becoming very 
diverse culturally—the problem is 
that there’s no display of it. They're 
not designed as gathering places or 
as places to live in public. Random, 
organic interaction just doesn’t 
happen.” 

Drummond’s other beef with the 
‘burbs isn’t their supposed elitism. 
(In fact, he says, suburbs may end 
up as the new slums if the cost of liv- 
ing in the city keeps climbing and 
the cost of living the suburbs stays 
low.) What irks him—and what he 
explores in his mixed media collage 
of photographs, video interviews 
with Brampton-ites, and aerial views 
of landscape-scarring exurban devel- 
opment across North America—is 
how badly planned they are, to the 
point that they almost seem 
designed to be inhospitable for those 
who live within their labyrinthine 
mazes of feeder roads, cul-de-sacs 
and dead ends. 

“L was doing this one project 
somewhere north of Toronto, where 
they developed all these subdivi- 
sions that were surrounded by meat- 
packing facilities and slaughterhous- 
es,” he says. “There was one inter-

section where literally, there were 
three houses, and the fourth struc- 
ture was a pig slaughterhouse. So 
the truck would park, and they’d 
unload the pigs and bring them in 
and you'd hear them being killed 
throughout the neighbourhood 
You'd smell the blood and every- 
thing. And people lived there! Most 
of the people living there are coming 
from countries where they don’t eat 
even pork. So that was an interesting 
culture clash. Who is this communi- 
ty for? Who's planning for who?”
